EGYPT. 


"BATAKD TAYLOK'3 LECIL'III! LAST NKIHT. 


Bayard Taylor had an unusually largo au- 


dience at Iho Opera Houao last night and his 
lecture ou £gypt proved to be one of the 
best entertainments tbo lecture association 
has treated us lo. 


Mr. Taylor began by describing the un- 


equaled ualirxal advanlnges of Egypt nnd 
then gave a bcief, but very clear and inter- 
esting sketch of tho history of that country, 
running back sixty centuries before Christ. 
No traces of two earlier dynasties have been 
found, but tJiQ n'lics of the Ihird dynnsly 
ara rnbro than sit Ihousand years old. 
Thirty thrco dynasties aro recorded in the 
chronological table of Manotho,au Egyptian 
priest, and tho reliability of this table has 
been verified 
by all 
the ressarrhes of 


scholars and .'Uitiqitarinns. 


Tho key of tho long lost Egyptian lan- 


guage was the Rosetta slone, discovered iu 


1790 
by a French officer, and bearing nu^in- 


soription iu Greok,nnd the hieroglyphic and 
demotio characters, the last bearing about 
the some resemblance (o the second that 
our script boars to Koman capitals. 
This 


stone and some other inscriptions in Greek 
aud hieroglyphic hnvo enabled scholars to 
make out somo 
•'iOOO words written iu tlio 


laller characterjMr. Taylor described patient 
and successful researches of Mariotte, Iho 
French auliquariau, who has made Egyplol- 
ogy a speciality for n life lime. 


Tho Egyptian civilization was of a very 


high character, but in tho fine arts there 
was a great deterioration, tho greatest suc- 
cess having boon achieved under tho earliest 
dynasties. Tho Egyptians taught circum- 
cision lo Abraham, nnd mauy features of 
the Hebrew religion to Moses, who adopted 
the belief in one God, which tho priests 
kept as, a sacred secret in their own caste, 
and thre~ nvay the complicaled mythology 
which they taught tho people. Egyptian 
literature arid manners stomped Ihoir charac- 
ter deeply on tho literature and manners of 
the Hebrews. Mr. Taylor mentioned many 
particulars iu which the statements of tho 
Pentateuch are corroborated by Egyptian 
histories nnd relics.
